In May, 1944 wage and salary carners in cnploymc nt (oxeluding rural and privete 
domostic) declined by 1,100, an increase of 600 males being eccompanicd by 2 decrease of 
1,700 fomelos. Total not enlistnomts in the forces declined by 3,600 (malos 3,500 and

It should bc noted that almost every section of the “ordinary" departments of the 
Commonwen lth Gevernment is doing work associctod with tho war effort. A notable point is 
the extent to which femalcs have becn recruitcd for this work and also for work in the we 
departments, C»8e, tho P.M.G.s's Department has ebsorbed 7,000 fomales since 1939, while 
Nevy, army and Air Force have over 10,000 femelcs. 
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Certain activities of State Governments have been greatly reduced e.ge, public 
yorkS construction, Administrative staffs have been reduced by call-up of mon for 
gilitary service and by loan to Commonwealth agencies end these losses have been made up 
jn part by temporary employment cf women and also in part by recall of retired omployocs. 
ne phaso of State Govornment activities which has shown groat oxpeansion is transport 
sOrViCC Gees railways (oxcluding workshops and omitting staff on military loeve) have 
shown an increesc since June, 19239, of about 5,300 malos ond 3,000 fomalos., Sinco July, 
1941 educetion staffs have hed a not loss of 500 melcs ond not gain of about 6,000 fomrlcs, 















Local Government omploymcnt st-tistics show somo administretive porsonnel have 
bocn replaced by women. Male cmployment is ebout two-thirds of tho July, 1939 level. 
More has been « small increase (1,400) sinco October, 1943.

3. DEFENCE FORCES. 





The numbors of porsons cnlistod in the Defence Forecs since the commeneencnt of 
Jer arc summarized fron officicl records in the following stetoment. Tho gross ocnlistments 
are showmm in the first ecluun while the second eclumm roprescnts the not number tekon into 
Defenes Forces and not discharged. It includes deaths, missing, priscners of war and 
Wounded. This total, with tho addition of Pormencnt Forcos, is the significant figure for 
ianpower purposos and has becn usod in thc proccding tables, It shows the not oxtent to 
which thc Dofonee Forces have drewn mon and women from civil life. Actunlly it isa 

little understetcd, as e small nunbor of the persons dischargod fron the Foreos are 
incapacitatod, temporarily or pormancntly, and net fit to resume civil occupations.
